Sr. Lous, Nov. 17.—Cennenfeldt’s 
millinery, Penny & Gentle’s dry 
goods, Crawford & Co.’s dry goods 
and another big dry goods store, the 
largest stores of the kind in the west, 
and the Union Market, are burning. 
The fire is spreading northward toa 
number of dwelling houses. The loss 
will exceed a million dollars. Two 
firemen were iojured. 

The most disastrous fire which has 
visited St. Louis in many years started 
in the farnace-room of the large dry 
goods house of Penny & Gentle’s, on 
the southwest corner of broadway 
and Franklin avenue, at about 4:30 
o’clock this morning. The watchman 
immediately turned in the alarm, and 
then a second and third within ten 
ininutes. 

The flames spread so rapidly that a 
general alarm was given, which 
brought out the entire fire départ- 
ment, but before the engines arrived 
Penny & Gentle’s, the Sennenfeldt 
Millinery Company and the mam- 
moth establishment of the famous 
Shoe and Clothing Company, occupy- 
ing an entire block four-story build- 
ing on Broadway, between Franklin 
avenue and Morgan street, were in 
flames, and within two hours al! the 
walls had fallen and nothing was left 
but ashes and bent and twisted iron 
girders. Opposite is the immense 
dry goods store of D. C. Crawford & 
Co., and the heat was so intense that 
the whole of Crawford’s store, includ- 
ing the display windows and all the 
show cases in the front part of the 
store from top to bottom are badly 
damaged by heat, causing the prob- 
able loss of $50,000. Opposite Penny 
& Gentiles, the whole row from Broad- 
way to the alley is badly damaged 
Adjoining Crawford's <n Broadway 
the fullowing business houses are 
burned out: McDonald Bros.. hats; 
G. H. Clements, shoes; Charles Stix, 
gents’ furnishing and cloaks; Mrs. To- 
bin, millinery; F. Wendell & Co., 
New York Millinery Company; the 
Square Dealing Clothing Company 
and the Wainman Honsee, the guest 
of which safely evacuated the building. 

On Franklin avenne, just west o! 
Penny & Gentles, the general dry 
goods store of Thomas Hodson is dam 
aged by emoke and water to the ex- 
tent of $30,000; insured. The total 
loss will probably exceed a wiillion 
dollars, but reliable figures are not ob- 
tainable at present. Two firemen are 
badly injured. 

At 10 o’clock the fire burned itsel: 
out and two or three engives are 
throwing water on the ruins to qnencl: 
the flames that are here and ther 
fanned iuto aciivity by the strony 
wind. The firemen deserve yreat 
eredit for their noble work, consider- 
ing the iatensely cold weather, whicl) 
was increased ten fold by the heavy 
wind.

Elastic Polish of Which the Mon- 
golians Have the Monopoly. 

The British consul at Hankow, writ- 
in,; of the varnish exported from that 
city. says he is informed that itis the 
mura of a tree—the rhus vernicifera. On 
tus tree, before daylight, incisions are 
m de; the gum that runs out is collected 
in the dark, and strained through a 
ce ‘ton cloth bag, leaving behind a large 
at ..ount of dirt and refuse. This opera- 
t. m can only be performed in the dark, 
® lipht spoils the gum and causes it to 
&.s0 with all the dirt in it. It cannot 
be . trained in wet weather, as moisture 
causes it to solidify. 

When the Chinese use this varnish 
they rub iton with a sort of mop, or 
swab, made of soft waste silk. It 
shouid only be used in wet weather, as 
if the atmosphere is dry when it is 
rubbed on it will always be sticlry. As 
usec by the Chinese, the varnish takes 
about a month -todry, and during the 
‘time it is drying it is poisonous to 
the eyes.
